THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Thirty-Seventh Annual Convention of the English Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest 


Fathers and Brethren: 

Twenty years ago a call reached the authorities of the Synod of 
the Northwest to organize an English speaking Lutheran congrega- 
tion in this city. As a result Salem congregation was established 
May ist, 1907 with an initial membership of thirty communicants. The 
first services were held on the following Sunday, May 5bth, in the 
Universalist Church, with eighty in attendance. That was the begin- 


ning, the launching of our first work in the southern part of the state. 


Salem congregation has grown steadily and conservatively throughout 
these twenty years. The present beautiful structure in which the 
sessions of this convention will be held was dedicated June 10, 1923. 
In compliance with the requirements of our constitution I here- 
with present the annual report of the President. It deals largely with 
work, movements, plans, facts and figures. These have their sign- 
ificance, a spiritual interpretation can be placed upon them. They are 
an index guiding the seeker into the inner activities of the church. 
They may also serve as a sort of a barometer forecasting the problems 
of the future. In considering facts and figures, and the problems of 
administration, we must not be unmindful of the Source from whence 
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cometh our Help. God has been our Refuge and our Strength. 
Through Christ who is All in All, the Head of the Church, He has en- 
abled us to record another chapter in the book of the Acts of His 
present day apostles. “Non nobis, non nobis, sed tuo oniine, aa 
gloriam, O Domine.” 

Recently one of our aged pastors thinking no doubt of the com- 
plicated machinery which the church has set up to enable her to do 
her work, wrote me as follows: “I am now seventy-three years old 
and forty-six in the work. I am working for but one end and purpose. 
It is this,—that my life end in work more like that which happened on 
the day of Pentecost than I have ever seen up to this time. I am not 
careless, nor indifferent but I am so impressed with the futility of 
much going on in the church that it has lost its interest. I long more 
and more for just simple faith. “By faith.” Oh! to be moved and 
controlled not by accident, not by wisdom, not by. opinion but by faith. 
Life has more joy in it every day “by faith.” Let us try at our com- 
ing Convention of Synod to introduce a more Pentecostal era than we 
have ever had.”

The State of the Churches 


The constitution of Synod requires a statement on the state of the 
church. For ten years we have solicited, scanned and studied the re- 
ports as they have been submitted annually. They are revealing do- 
cuments. Most of them are carefully and conscientiously prepared. 
To some the preparation of such reports is anything but pleasant and 
attractive. We are convinced, however, that the church made no mis- 
take when it laid down this annual requirement. ‘Church statistics 
like business methods in congregational work have shown a great im- 
provement but we have not attained the ideal. We still tolerate meth- 
ods of reporting and accounting in congregational and synodical pro- 
cedure which would not be tolerated in a modern business house. This 
said we are glad to note on the other hand a decided improvement in 
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the preparation of reports and in the promptness of stain n: the 


same. 
A comparison of figures ten years. ago with those of today shows 
that Synod and the work of — has been blessed in.a most remark-

A summary of the past year indicates the largest number of ac- 


cessions in the history of Synod. This we believe is in a large measure 
due to the activity of the Seven Year Program Committee of Synod 
and the resultant work of Home Visitation Evangelism. Figures pub- 
_ lished indicate that there were 30 congregations in the United Luther- 
an Church which received more than 150 new members during the past 
year. Nine of these or practically one third are congregations of this 
Synod. Last year there were only five of our congregations to attain 
this record. The year also marks the largest number of dedications 
in the history of Synod involving an approximate cost of $305,000. 
Only one new congregation seeks admittance, the smallest number in 
a long period of years. 


Sixty-two congregations report an increasing nibundinaie, six a 
stationary attendance and only one a decreasing attendance for morn- 


ing services. 

Twenty-six conpeantitiuas hold regular Sunday evening services 
throughout most of the year, a gain of two over last year. Fourteen 
of these use the regular vesper service with sermon. The rest ap- 
parently conduct an informal service with preaching, illustrated lec- 
tures, Bible talks or student gatherings. Five congregations devote 


- Sunday evenings to Luther League Devotional meetings. Seven con- 


gregations holding evening services report good attendance. Our 
Williston mission continues to have its best attendance in the evening. 


Our congregations without exception observe the chief festival 
seasons of the year including Lent and Holy Week. The Lenten ob- 
jective is the deepening of spiritual life, increasing —- and 
stressing the principles of Christian Evangelism. 


All but eight congregations in Synod offer a two years’ course of 
catechetical instruction. This figure indicates continued improved 
compliance with the recommendations of Synod. Three congregations 
added the course during the past year. Three congregations offer 
the children a three years’ course and one a four years’ course. 


The number of Communion seasons varies. They are less fre- 
quent in the smaller congregations and especially in the rural parish- 


es. There is no fixed custom as to Communion dates but the festival 
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seasons are usually chosen. Epiphany, Milwaukee and Our Savior’s, 


_ Fond du Lac report monthly Communion seasons; three report eight; . 


one reports seven; twenty report six; nineteen report five; twenty- 
two report four; two report three and one reports two. A comparison 
with previous reports indicates an increased ner of Communion | 
seasons in many congregations. _ 

Fifty congregations report 73 Adult Bible over 
forty congregations and sixty-two classes a year ago. Twenty con- 
gregations report no classes for Adults. The reports also show that 
there are twenty Sunday Schools without a Church Councilman en- 
rolled or working in the School. There are eighteen Sunday Schools 
with one Church Councilman a member of the school, twenty Sunday 


Schools with two councilmen; ten Sunday Schools with Three council- 


men; three Schools with four; one school with five; three with six and 
only one Sunday School in Synod, Trinity, Church's Ferry, N. D., with 
all the Councilmen enrolled. 

Fifty-six Sunday Schools report the use of the Duplex envelope, 
an increase of nine over last year or an increase of fifteen over the 
year before. ’ 

The Brotherhood movement is growing and coeds Two 
years ago 29 were reported; last year 37; this year the number has 
increased to 46. In answer to the question, “Do You Consider the 
Brotherhood a Successful Organization,” 26 answered yes; 18 answered 
fairly so; 8 answered in the negative. The Wisconsin and Central 
Conference are now organized, the former during the past year. | 

There are many types of Young People’s work. The question- 
airre reveals that only ten of these organizations are entirely social 
in their character but the social element is strong in many of the 
societies. 

There are only a few congregations that did not conduct an Every 
Member Canvass last year and a few that do not use the Duplex en- 
velope. The United Lutheran Church has reiterated its action re- 
questing all congregations to elect a separate Benevolence Treasurer. 
This is likewise the rule of Synod. Only fifteen congregations have 


complied with the rule to date. Monthly remittance is now the rule 


in practically all congregations. 
There are 41 parsonages in Synod. Re 
Twenty-nine congregations do not pay for the pastor’s telephone 
and office supplies. May we once more call the attention of all lay | 


delegates present that it .is the recommendation of Synod that such 
office helps should be paid by the congregations and not by the pas- 
tors. 


A number of congresktions supplied their pastors with new auto- 
mobiles during the year. An increasing number are assuming the 
cost of upkeep or making a monthly allowance for this purpose. This 
question should receive the serious attention of all church councils. 
The pastor should not be expected to bring the matter up but he is 


_ entriely justified in doing so where church councils fail in this respect. |

The Presi- 
dent of Synod preached the sermon. The present building, the third 
in St. John’s history, is 140 feet long, and is built of local blue stone

posit his ordination certificate with the President of Synod of which © 
he is a member, to be returned to him whenever he resumes, with the

Your President 
has been in correspondence with these men urging them to deposit 
their Ordination Certificates in the office of the President but with 
little success. Definite action should be taken by Synod to clear its

Campaign for Ministerial Pensions and Relief 


Reformation Day, 1927, is the time set for the intensive organiza- 


tion of the entire church for the coming Campaign in the interest of 
the Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief. It is the first great 
campaign for funds put on by the United Lutheran Church since its 
organization in 1918. The Richmond Convention set the amount at 
$4,000,000. It is proper to state that it was the laymen of the church 
who insisted that the amount be set at that figure. In comparison 
with others the amount desired is small. The Episcopalians have 
over $20,000,000 and receive over $1,000,000 annually in assessments. 
The Presbyterians have $7,000,000 and have successfully completed 
another campaign for $15,000,000 more. The Methodists have $18,- 
000,000 and will need many times that sum. The Baptists have $11,- 
600,000 and the Congregationalists $9,000,000, while the Missouri 
Lutherans have almost $3,000,000 for Relief alone. A simultaneous, 
church-wide campaign, touching every congregation and working the 
accepted plan is intended. This is to be done early in 1928 on a date 
to be announced later. The Synod of the Northwest must begin the 
preliminary work leading up to the campaign. We must do our part 
to make the campaign a pronounced success. | 


| Calendar of Special Days and Seasons 
Since the Richmond Convention the Executive Board of the 


United Lutheran Church has had under consideration the matter of 


special days and seasons for the several boards and agencies of the 


Church. At its meeting on ‘February 10, 1927, the Board took the fol- 


lowing action: 


After careful examination of the minutes of the second and fifth 


biennial conventions of the United Lutheran Church and after giving 
due consideration to the desires of the church as well as her several 


Boards and organizations, the Executive Board approves the following 


calendar of special days and seasons for the United Lutheran Church 


effective January 1, 1928: 


1. Advent Season—Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief. 
. Epiphany Season—Board of Foreign Missions. 


2 

3. Septuagesima Sunday—Board of Deaconess Work. 
4. Lenten —Board of American Missions. 

5. Third Sunday in May—National Lutheran Council. 
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6. Month of June—lInner Mission Board. 

7. Reformation ee of Prayer for Colleges—Board of 
Education. 

In the use of these ‘epetial days and seasons by the several boards 
of the Church and the National Lutheran Council, the following rules 


shall govern: 


1. The Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief is to make use of 
Advent Season to inform the Church of its work, take no offerings, but 


continue the privilege of soliciting individuals for the work of special 
relief, 


2. The Board of Foreign Missions is to make use of Epiphany 
Season in providing literature for the congregations, and furnishing 
envelopes for the gathering of offerings from the Sunday Schools on 
Transfiguration Sunday. 

8. The Board of Deaconess Work is to make use of Septuagesima 
Sunday as recruiting day for the deaconess work, but gather no 
special offerings. 

4. The Board of American Missions: is to make use of Lent in 
providing literature for the congregations, and providing Lenten of- 
fering envelopes for the gathering of offerings from the Sunday 
Schools on Easter Sunday. 

6. The National Lutheran Council, as a temporary measure, is 
to use the first three weeks in May to inform the Church of the vital 


importance of the cause of world service, and gather offerings from 


the congregations on the third Sunday in May. 

6. The Inner Mission Board is to use the month of June as the 
time to promote the cause of Inner Missions throughout the entire 
Church; but the constituent synods shall have the right to gather 
offerings from the Sunday Schools and congregations for the support 
of those institutions of mercy for which they are directly responsible. 

7. The Board of Education is to provide the congregations with 
suitable literature on the Day of Prayer for Colleges, and gather 
offerings from the Sunday Schools for some definite object specified 
by the Board, except in such instances where constituents have ar- 
ranged to use the Day of Prayer as the time to gather special offer- 
ings for the maintenance of educational institutions under their man- 
agement and control. 

8. All these special offerings, marked special, shall be forwarded 
— the regular channels of congregational and synodical treas- 
urers. 

9; Constituent Synods are requested to print this. calendar of 
special days and seasons in their annual minutes. 


Lutheran World Service for 1927 


The reconstruction program of the National Lutheran Council 
continues. “It is true,”*says Dr. J. A. Morehead, Executive Director 
of the Council, “that the necessity for post-war relief is rapidly dis- 


appearing. The distressed foreign mission operations are being stead- 


ily cut in appropriations for them, so that within three years they 
will again become independent. Russia remains, however, with its 
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imperative call upon Lutherans the world over. Only our Lord knows 
how long that call must be heeded. Indeed we ought to realize that 
the Lutherans of all lands have now established contacts which can — 
never again be broken. More or less constantly distress will exist for 
Lutherans in one part of the world which all other Lutherans must 
relieve. Is it impossible to conceive that at some time American Luth- 
eranism may need assistance?” The amount needed for the coming 
year is $104,000. The amount allotted to the Synod of the Northwest 
is $1,415.27. ‘Last year’s allotment was placed on the Budget of 
be Synod. I have again referred this matter to the Finance Committee

Synodical Benevolence Not Satisfactory 


e The Richmond Convention unanimously adopted the slogan: 
i FOR CHRIST AND HIS KINGDOM. FOR THE YEAR 1927 — 
A FULL APPORTIONMENT FROM EVERY SYNOD — 


When the Richmond Convention adopted this ideal for 1927 it was 
in dead earnest. The church apparently has taken the matter to heart 
for it was cheering news to the church to learn that the sums received 
- by Treasurer Miller from the various synods for the first quarter of 
this year were only eight per cent short. This announcement is full 
of encouragement. The carefully prepared financial statement show- 
ing the contributions of our congregations on a percentage basis for 
the past three years as it appeared in the June issue of the Synodical : 
Bulletin shows that there has been an actual decrease in the average =f 
contribution for the General Fund of Synod during the synodical year tee EE 
just closed. This announcement will be a disappointment to all who 
love Christ and His kingdom. The figures referred to show the per- 
Aentage of the congregations in meeting the minimum amount re- 
quired from each congregation to meet the apportionment of the 
United Lutheran Church and the absolutely necessary budget of Synod. 


Summarized they reveal that only 
11 congregations paid the minimum amount required. 
4 congregations paid more than 75% of the amount required. 
19 congregations paid more than 50% of the amount required. 
i a 21 congregations paid more than 25% of the amount required. 
fl — . 23 congregations paid less than 25% of the amount required. 
3 congregations paid nothing. 

This tabulation shows that 47 of our 81 congregations or 58% 
paid less than one-half of the amount required to meet the needs of 
the church. This is a situation which requires the serious and the 
prayerful attention of Synod. The problem should be squarely faced 
and the solution found: The Synod of the Nerthwest with its fruitful 
field deserves to be with the leaders in the matter of Synodical benefi-

REPORT OF SYNODICAL BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS | 
ae AND CHURCH EXTENSION 


From the time of the organization of the Synod of the Northwest 
when Dr. Gerberding, then a missionary pastor at Fargo, North Da- 
kota, preached his famous sermon on “The Lutheran Multitudes, Théir 
Needs and How to Supply Them” until the present, the home mission- 
ary note has been stressed in the annual conventions of this body. 
Home Missions has always been the great slogan and the battle cry 
of the men who have had the interest of the Synod of the Northwest 
at heart. The founders of this body saw a field white unto the har- 
vest and: prepared themselves to go forth and garner that harvest. 
That their efforts were not altogether in vain can be gleaned from 
the pages of many issues of synodical minutes and from the present 


and rapidly growing strength of this organization. For it must not. 
be forgotten that the Synod of the Northwest is a child with the pur- 


est of home missionary blood flowing through its veins. 

- Times have changed. The Lutheran multitudes are still with.’ us. 
Today they are moving into our cities and into all large centers of 
population. Once in the cities, they again find themselves on the_move 
as they prosper and as they plan a comfortable home for their fam- 
ilies, this time to the suburban districts where their children grow up 
and lasting social contacts are made. 

The denominations are discovering that suburbanites and com- 
muters will not commute to church. As a result their Home Mission 
Boards are voting millions to bring the church to the commuter and 
to the suburbanite, leaving the down town churches to shift for 
themselves. This movement of population will continue as long as 
the countryside sends a million of its young people annually to the 
cities of our country. Our duty as to our concentration point is clear. 
We must follow our people wherever they go. The growing cities, and 
in these cities,.the suburbs in ee are the fields whlen deserve 
our immediate attention. | 
Our home missionary operations are almost entirely 
upon the good will and the co-operation of the Board of. American 
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Missions. The old Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
ceased to function at the end of last year. We are grateful for the 
interest and generosity shown by the old Board toward our work 
which has always recognized our field as one of-the most fruitful in _ 
the United Lutheran Church and as a result led the Board to make 
correspondingly liberal grants for both home missions and church 
extension. We have confidence that the new Board will be equally 


responsive to our ever expanding program and growing needs. 


The Synodical Board held the required number of meetings dur-— 
ing the year and faithfully transacted such business as was presented 
to them. Forty mission congregations and eight preaching points are 
under the supervision of the Board. The staff consists of an Acting 
Superintendent, three Field Missionaries and twenty-nine missionary 
pastors. Professors and students of Northwestern Seminary are as- 
sisting in the work. The spirit and co-operation of the men has been 
most commendable. God has blessed the work of our missionaries. 


THE MISSIONS 


MONTANA 
| REDEEMER, Livingston, Rev. Webster H. Clement, pastor. Or- 
ganized 1906. Redeemer congregation is the mother of English Luth- 
eranism in the state of Montana. Missionary Clement assumed 
charge October 15th, 1926, and was installed December 5th. Deep in- 
roads have been made upon the active membership by death and re- 


_movals but the congregation is slowly gaining strength and approach- 


ing the point of self-sustentation. The parsonage was enlarged and — 
renovated at a cost of approximately $1000. A Baptismal Fount cost- 
ing $150 was installed. An interest bearing indebtedness of $1000 re- — 
mains on the‘*church property. 

The missionary regularly visits Mammoth Hot iicioiee and Gard- 
iner in Yellowstone National Park. There are active Women’s Mis- 
sionary Societies at both of these points. Membership, December 31st, 


175. Accessions this year 4. Income for 1926 amounted to $3270, an 


average of $18.69 per confirmed member. Benevolence for the same 
period amounted to $584, an average of $3.34. Total average contri- 
bution $22.03. 

ST. JAMES, Columbus, is served in connection with Livingston 
and assists in the supp of the missionary. We have no property. 
The Episcopalean chapel is rented. The work at this point fluctuates 
greatly. The membership is small but the services are attended by 

many not affiliated with the work. The mission was arganised in 


1920. 


FIRST, Billings, Rev. J. Richard Olson, Organized 


1920. Great progress has been made the past year. Extensive im- 
provements have been made on the property at a cost of about $1000. 
Sunday School rooms and a kitchen have been installed in the base- 


ment. Old bills of long standing have been wiped out. The second 
mortgage amounting to $3700 including interest has been taken over © 
by the congregation for $550. This step greatly strengthens the fi- 
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nancial status of the congregation. The church attendance now aver- 
ages about 80. The Sunday School enrollment is 75. There is a 
choir of 20 voices reputed to be the best in the city. For the first 
time in many months a spirit of real optimism prevails. The mem- 
bership at the end of the year was 80. Accessions 71. Income for 
1926 amounted to $3,025 an average of $24.20 per confirmed member. 
The mission paid nothing into the benevolence treasury of Synod. 
This weakness will be corrected immediately. 

CENTRAL, Helena, vacant. Organized 1890. The work in this 
strategic center has collapsed. Regular services were discontinued in 
November. Numerous setbacks and handicaps have discouraged the 

congregation. All familiar with the situation are agreed that nothing 
further can be done in the present location. 

ST. JOHN’S Great Falls, Rev. George C. Koehler, pases Or- 
ganized 1925. This work, a year and a half of age, has grown with 
rapid strides. The membership is made up of a very fine class of 
people. 
location and paid for. A $40,000 church building will be erected this 
summer. The congregation has pledged $13,000, many giving a day’s 
wage a month. Great Falls is growing rapidly and presents a won- 
derful opportunity for English Lutheranism of the U. L. C. type. The 
membership at the end of the year was 128. 
added since. The contributions for 1926 aside from benevolence 
amounted to $5448, a. record in recent home missionary operations, 
an average of $42.56. Benevolences for the same period $207, an 
average of $1.61. Total average contribution $44.17. The missionary 
inaugurated new work at Lewiston early in the spring. A student will

NORTH DAKOTA 

TRINITY, Williston, Rev. N. J. Stoffel, pastor. Organized 1914. 
Trinity reports the best year in its history in spite of the fact that 
the holders of the first mortgage instituted foreclosure proceedings. 
Necessary steps have been taken to refinance the work by the placing 
of a first mortgage of $3900 at a reduced rate of interest. Many old 
bills dating back to building operations were wiped out during the 
year. The basement has been improved so that it can be used for 
Sunday School purposes and by the organizations of the congregation. 
Confidence has again been restored in the work after a long and hard 
struggle. The congregation increased the pastor’s salary $200 and re- 
duced the Board’s appropriation $100. 

ST. JOHN’S Killdeer, organized in 1917 and ST. LUKE’S, Man- 
ning, organized in 1920, Rev. John W. Ziegler, pastor. This is a rural 
mission parish. St. John’s reports 19 accessions since January Ist 
making the present confirmed membership 125. A new bell costing 
$550 was donated to congregation by the Ladies Aid Society. The 
membership at St. Luke’s is small numbering 20. St. John’s enter- 
tained the Western Conference last fall. The income for 1926 was 
$1212.47, an average of $9.62. For Benevolence $183. 50, an ayeraae 
of $1.46.

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TRINITY, Glenburn, Rev. Wm. H. Gable, pastor. Organized

year. The Glenburn congregation worships i in a basement church but - 


is planning to add the superstructure this summer. The parish grant- 
ed the missionary a prolonged vacation last summer and upon his 
return presented him with a brand new Chevrolet Sedan. The mem- 
bership of the three congregations, all named Trinity, is 171. There 
have been 20 accessions since the beginning of the year. The total 
income for current expenses for 1926 was $3069, an average of $17.95. 
Benevolence totaled $192.67, an average of $1. 13. Serial total 
contribution $18.08. | 
CANADA 

| FIRST, Winnipeg, Rev. Wm. F. Bacher, D. D., pastor. Organized 
1905. Our work in this strategic center shows little growth in num- 


bers but is gradually reaching the point where the congregation is 


able to meet current obligations on the basis of present assistance 
from the Board and at the same time effect a slight. reduction in its 
heavy indebtedness. For the second year the congregation paid off 
$500 on its interest bearing indebtedness. Accessions since the be- 


ginning of the year were 9 bringing the total membership up to 119. 


Contributions for the year $3093.60, an average of $28.12. Bene- 
volence, $113.10, an average of $1.03. Average total contribution 
$29.15. 

The work in the Western Rardesenbe deserves closer study and more 
determined support than it has.received. Our present inactivity adds 
handicap to those who are on the field. The men on the field have faith 
in the field but they also have a feeling that we are not alive to the 
situation. ‘Success at Great Falls and Billings demonstrates what can 
be done. The Dakota fields lie fallow. Absolutely nothing has been 
done in South Dakota since the Sioux Falls failure. Canadian cities 


_of size are all being neglected. If the general Board is not willing to 


fill the present vacancy of a Field Missionary for the Western Confer- 
ence then some other plan should be worked out to make it possible to 
do more aggressive work in this section of Synod. 

Due to the sparsely settled condition of the western country and 
the prevalence of many communities too small to support individual 
eongregations each of our missionaries should be encouraged to add 
another point or two to existing parishes. This would strengthen the 
work materially. Active missionary societies can be developed where 
nothing else can be done. This in many instances is the first step to 
permanency. The work in the Western Conference needs men and will 


succeed only under men who have a large measure of the heroic in 


them. aaey must be missionaries willing to missionate. 


MINNESOTA 
| FAITH, Winona, Rev. Frank A. Berg, pastor. 1917, 
This field has been vacant since October 15th, Missionary Berg assum- 
ing full charge June ist after graduating from Northwestern Semin- 
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ary. As student pastor Mr. Berg gained the full confidence of all 


elements in the congregation which unfortunately was badly rent by 
internal dissension and other difficulties. A more hopeful spirit again 
prevails. The move to acquire a new location and down town prop- 
erty failed.

| ST. JOHN’S, Latesellle and ST. LUKE’S, Farmington, Rev. A. P. 
Lee, pastor. Congregations organized 1914 and 1915. Missionary 
Lee is gradually bringing the parish to the point where it will be 
self-supporting. The $3000 indebtedness resting on the church prop- 
erty at Lakeville will be paid off within the next two years. 

A kitchen has been installed in the basement and water piped into 
the building. An exceptionally strong choir is an asset to this mis- 
sion. Missionary Lee also serves the congregation at Farmington. 
Membership of St. John’s was 122 January Ist. There have been 13 
accessions this year. Total contributions for local purposes $2500, an 


- average of $20.49. Benevolence, $90, an average of 74 cents. Aver- 


age total contribution $21.28. The parish accepted a $200 reduction in 
the Board’s appropriation. 

§$T. LUKE’S, Oxboro, Rev. A. Edward Peterson, pastor. Organ- 
ized 1923. ‘Missionary Peterson assumed full charge of this work, 


June ist, after graduating from Northwestern Seminary. Growth of 
interest during the past year has been very marked. Plans for the 
erection of a new church are under way. An acre of ground on the 


Shakopee road near the consolidated school has been purchased for 
$900 and paid. A neat chapel, white stucco finish, 30x60, cost not to 
exceed $5000, is contemplated. The present quarters of the mission 
are entirely inadequate. The community is growing and most of the 
new comers are Lutherans. With a new church building the congre- 


gation will grow very rapidly. The membership at the beginning of 


the year was 48. Accessions since then 21. Contributions for Cur- 
rent Expense totaled $568.02, an average of $11.84. Benevolence con- 
tributions totaled $65.00, an average of $1.36.

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Organized 1923. Student supplies took charge of this field during the 
past few years.

The 
outlook is most hopeful. Many new homes are going up in the neigh- 
borhood. The Sunday School has taxed the capacity of the building 
from the beginning. Gas has been put into the building. The Church 


of the Reformation, St. Paul, donated its old pulpit. Other impro- 


vements have been made. The membership at the end of the year was 


91. New members added since January 1st totaled 19. Offerings for

Shrubbery has been planted about the building greatly beautifying the 
church lawn. The congregation will soon be obliged to consider the 
completion of its building. The membership at the beginning of the 
year: was 157. Additions since then 42. Total receipts of the con- 
gregation for 1926 were $2727.14, an average of $17.37. Benevolences | 
totaled $344.64, an average of $2.19. Average total contribution 
$19.56. 
| PENTECOST, Minneapolis, organized in 1921, has been taken 
over by Holy Communion congregation. The Board decided to make 
no further investment on this field. The plan is to merge the two 
congregations and relocate. In the meantime the work at Pentecost 
will be carried forward as usual. The Sunday School attendance 
shows no falling off under the new arrangement and a much better 
spirit prevails in the congregation.

TRINITY, New London, vacant. Oveouieil 1919. The work at 
this point has not prospered. Internal dissension and other difficul- 
ties have followed the work for a number of years. Business depres- 
sion has caused many families to move away. Our Synodical Board 
decided to withdraw further support in view of what seemed to be a 
hopeless situation. Missionary Schneider terminated his work June 1. 


The Board of American Missions assumed full charge of the work 
formerly done by the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
January lst.

presentation must be in the hands of the Board of American Mis- 
sions by October 1st, 1927, in order that the Board may make the al- 
lotment for 1928. This arrangement necessitates an early visitation 
of all mission points. All Synods have also been notified that until the | 


apportionment is paid 100% or until there is an increase in the ap- | 


portionment granted, the Board will not be able to advance the work 
to any great extent. ” 

The other change in policy has reference to the piuabadatietion of 
the work and the distribution of the funds allotted. This will rest 
very largely in the hands of the Synodical Boards. All initiative is 
to begin in these groups. This policy makes the ee Board a 
real Board with real work to do, 

It is well to note in this connection that the Board of American 
Missions will take up the matter of overdue loans as rapidly as pos- 
sible and that one of the renewal conditions be amortization of 5% 
per annum, payable semi-annually. 

The Board has also decided that hereafter loans will be granted 
for a period of years, with interest at 6% after maturity. 

A vast work remains to be done but we are seriously hampered 
for funds. The remedy seems to rest in bringing present mission 
points to self-sustentation so that those funds can be released for 
work at other points. Better judgment must be used if possible in 
the initial granting of appropriations so that funds are not wasted. 
_ Overdue loans should be paid so that the money thus returned can be 
turned into other channels. Local Church Extension Societies should 
be organized to supplement the work of the Board. All missions 
should be encouraged and required to meet the minimum —ree 
in the matter of benevolences. | 

The Acting Superintendent of Missions presented his resignation 
to the Executive Committee of Synod at its January meeting. It was 
accepted. Arrangements must be made at this meeting of Synod to 
- fill the vacancy created or to formulate some other pan to carry on 
the work.

THE REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF NORTH- 
WESTERN LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


The Board of Directors met in regular session at the Seminary on 
October 7 and on May 26. The board is able to report that the Semin- 
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ary has steadily continued to gain in strength and in measure and 
quality of service as its years advance. This record of blessings re- 
ceived and blessings rendered could not result without the aid of God’s 
sustaining Hand. In answer to prayer this child of the church » | 
creases in favor with God and man. | 

On May 26 the following was adopted: * 

“Whereas, the opportunities for canvassing the remaining con- 
gregations of Synod are negligible at present, and 
_ Whereas, the United Lutheran Church has definitely designated 
the year 1930 as the time for a united financial effort on behalf of our 
educational institutions. 

Therefore be it resolved, that we ecentiaid the office of Field 
Secretary to take effect not later than September 1, 1927.” ; 

In the reasons which led to this action the Field Secretary con- 
curred. The Board would here record its gratitude to Dr. Bieber for 
his efficient labors in behalf of the Seminary and its regrets that 
prevailing conditions in our churches require the above action. 


The purchase of a permanent site for the Seminary has been 

deferred until the meeting in October. In the opinion of the Board 
the McNair Manor site is the most desirable of any to which its at- 
tention has been directed. Several of the local pastors do not regard 
this location as ideal in some respects. At the Fall meeting the Board 
will welcome definite proposals as to other sites from any one who 
may have such to offer. A wise disposal of this important matter 
requires a judgment based upon all pertinent facts. The Board’s 
judgment and final action will be shaped by such as are available. 
- QOvertures from the authorities of Western Lutheran Theolo- 
gical Seminary at Fremont, Nebraska, brought about the appointment 
of a committee of our board which met with a like committee from 
Western and a representative of Martin Luther Seminary at Lincoln, 
Nebraska, to consider the desirability and possibility of merging the 
three institutions. 

The joint committee met at Fremont on May 283 and 24 and care- 
fully discussed and weighed the arguments for and against the 
merger, and came to the conclusion that, “in view of all the circum- 
stances, a merger was desirable if one could be effected which would 
be acceptable to all parties concerned, and which would ee 
_ provide for all the interests involved.” 

The joint committee agreed to the Selicainn 

“In view. of the fact that both the Midwestern and the North- 
western sections of our church ought to have at least one educational 
institution on their respective territories, and that the presence of 
such an institution is needed in each territory as a means of success- 
fully directing the minds and hearts of the members of our churches > 
to the need of men for the ministry, and in view of the fact, that an 
institution receives adequate support largely in proportion to the 
degree in which a certain section of the church makes that institution 
the special object of its thoughts, prayers and gifts; and in view of 
the fact that Midland College is located in the Midwest section, we 
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believe that the merged seminaries should be located in Minneapolis 
with the chief control and responsibility resting on the Synod of the 
Northwest, while the synods of the midwest endow or support one or 
more professorships in Northwestern Seminary and have representa- 


tion on its board of directors. This would give the Midwest a semin- - 


ary in Minneapolis which it could call its own and to which it could 
send its sons for their theological education and at the same time 
would enable the midwest synods to concentrate their efforts more 
fully upon the necessary work of upbuilding Midland College.” 

On the basis of this report the Board of Northwestern took the 
following action on May 26: | 

‘“‘Whereas, the United Lutheran Church has encouraged the merg- 
ing of institutions wherever possible, and, 

Whereas, the Board of Western Seminary has made overtures 


to our Board suggesting a merger of our seminaries, therefore be it 


Resolved: (a) That we request the authority from Synod to 


_ take preliminary steps looking toward such a merger. 


(b) That a committee be appointed from the Board to cooperate 
with similar committees from Western and Martin Luther Seminaries 
in an effort to merge the three institutions.” 


REPORT OF THE FACULTY OF NORTHWESTERN LUTHERAN 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY | 
Dear Brethren: _ 
The year which has just closed has been one in which the enroll- 


ment in the Seminary has been the largest in its history. Ten new 


students were added last fall. The total number of undergraduates 
has been thirty, distributed in the three classes as follows: Seniors, 
nine; Middlers,thirteen; Juniors, eight. There were also two post- 
graduate students making thirty-two in all. 

The health of the student body and of the faculty has been good, 


| and classes were conducted without serious interruption. The sud- 


den death of Dr. Gerberding, our Professor Emeritus, who had re- 
tired to Hickory, N. C., to spend the evening of his life, brought a 
shock and sadness to the Seminary and the Church. After fifty years 
in the ministry and thirty-two years in the work of teaching theology 


he was called to his eternal reward. His name will always held a 


high place in the history of our Seminary. 
Every room in the dormitory has been oabianeal during the past 


year. Of the eight men to be graduated only one roomed in the 


dormitory. We shall want additional rooms for the coming year. It 


is therefore advisable that the rooms now occupied by Mr. Hays on 


the second floor of the dormitory be used for the housing of additional 
students. This will make it necessary that Mr. Hays move out and 


rent a home elsewhere. As his work is becoming increasingly satis- 


factory, the faculty recommends that he be re-elected as an instruct- 
or for the coming year, and that he be paid an additional sum in order 
that he may be in a position to rent a home. 


The faculty recommends that the following men who have finished 
the required studies be graduated and be given the diploma of the 
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Seminary: Frank A. Berg, Paul A. Foustel, A. H. Gottfried Gjevre, © 
Emil Neuhardt, A. Edward Peterson, and Amos G. Streich. It also © 


recommends that the following men who have met the requirements 
for the degree of Bachelor of Divinity be graduated with that degree: 


Walter A. Lundeen and LeRoy Nielsen. 
The faculty would call attention to the fact that in accordance © 


with the recommendation of the U. L. C. and in common with the 
other theological seminaries of the United Lutheran Church, much 
time and thought have been given to the improvement of the cur- 
riculum of the Seminary, so that it may more satisfactorily meet the 
needs of the present day. The matter of the theological curriculum 
will be the chief subject ofa special conference of the seminaries in 
June, at Gettysburg which the President is planning to attend. The 
adoption of the changes and improvements in the curriculum will 
necessitate the giving of a number of additional lectures by the pro- 
fessors. But provision has been made for this additional work by 


_ the consolidation of some classes and the giving of certain courses in 


alternate years. It is hoped by fall to introduce a curriculum second 
to none in its adaptation to the needs of the theorogical student and 
to his preparation for the ‘practical work of the pastorate and the 
mission field. 

The faculty is also planning to have several series of special 
lectures during the coming year on “Preaching” and other topics. 


We are pleased to announce that several friends of the seminary have 


guaranted to contribute the sum of two hundred dollars in order to 


make these lectures possible.

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PARISH AND CHURCH 
SCHOOLS 


Your Committee begs leave to submit the following report: 
During the year the main items of interest have centered about 


the Sunday School Institutes in cities where church groupings were 


found practicable. 

THE SECOND MILWAUKEE INSTITUTE was held October 
lith to December 138th in nine different churches with Dr. L. W. 
Steckel serving as dean. The enrollment totalled 175. Two periods 
were conducted, the first dealing in a practical manner with lesson to 


be taught on the succeeding Sunday; the second offering three study 


courses, “The Pupil”, “The Teacher”, and “The Life of Christ”. Care- 
ful records of attendance and work done were kept and an examina- 
tion was conducted and a regular system of credits and diplomas were 


offered. The teachers were enthusiastic for a repetition of the high 


standards of eats sine methods and demonstrations in a future In- 
stitute. 

KENOSHA citibatted its Institute in cooperation with the Danish, 
Swedish and Norwegian Churches of the same city. The four sessions 


were conducted on Sunday afternoons in January and February, each 


church being host in turn. The pastors conducted the devotional 
services and addressed the meetings on “Our Bible”, Its Influence, 
Plan, Purpose and Inspiration.” The department on “Principles of 
Teaching” was conducted by efficient lay teachers. Dr. Gebhart re- 
ports 40 teachers and officers present, increasing interest in Bible 
Study, and a desire for future Institutes. 

| THE ROCK RIVER REGION held its second RES convention, 


meeting three times successively in Waterloo, Jefferson and Beloit. A 


total of 170 teachers and officers was reached. Weather conditions 
were unfavorable but still an average attendance of 60 was maintain- 
ed. The sessions were held on Sunday afternoon and evening in 
October and November. The theme was “The Sunday School Ideal” 
and topics and discussion covered “Organization”, “Teachers”, “Mate- 
rial” and “Spirit.” Primary, Intermediate and Senior Department de- 
monstrations were conducted. Three inspirational evening addresses 
developed the theme, “The Lord’s Fuusbandry”; “Preparing the Soil 


in the Home”, Sowing the Seed in the School” and “Reaping the Re- 


wards in Life”. A layman’s appraisal follows: “I am absolutely sold 
on the propositon. The personal contacts, the experiences of other 
cities, the valuable discussions, the concentration on a limited number 
of topics and the application of the subject matter to particular needs 


are great helps to all the Sunday Schools’ we in the Institute 
Plan. 


Your committee has endeavored to encourage similar Institutes 
in other centers, the formation of a Sunday School Convention in the 
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Twin Cities, individual Teacher Training Classes, the Weekday Church 
and Vacation Bible Schools. 

The 20th Annual Convention of the Sunday School Association of 
the Wisconsin Conference was held at the Church of the Redeemer, 


Milwaukee, August 24-26, 1926. The theme: “Efficiency in Bible 


School Work”’. 

No recommendations or tasks were enlauea by the U. L. C. Com- 
mittee on Parish and Church Schools. Its Regional Secretary, Dr. 
C. H. B. Lewis, has sent each pastor and superintendent copies of “Ink- 
lings”, a multigraphed guide to assist in the solution of parish school 
problems. 

Visual instruction, pageantry and dramatics are coming to the 
front in parish school work. Some of our pastors are doing success- 
ful work in using this method. It should be thoroughly encouraged, 
especially in keeping before our children the principles, needs and 
objectives of Synod’s Seven Year Program.

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THE REV. PROF. ALFRED RAMSEY. D. D. 1 


April 12, 1860—June 20, 1926 


_In Memoriam | 
At the Convention of Synod a year ago, Pastor Alfred Ramsey, 
D. D., was excused from all sessions. Some of us surmised the cause, 
but were not sure. Less than three weeks later came the news that 
Dr. Ramsey had entered life June 20th, 1926. Though dead, by his 
- faith “he yet speaketh”. He was born in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania eS 
April 12th, 1860, and attained the age of 66 years, 2 months and 8 - 
days. @ 
‘HIS ANCESTRY—The family had been traced back to the early | a a 
part of the 17th century and was Scotch-Irish. The first one to come . | 
to America was William Ramsey in 1780, who secured a large tract | 
of land in Nottingham, Chester county, Penn. It is more than prob- : ae 
able that Dr. Alfred Ramsey was of the same family as Alexander | ae 
Ramsey, the first governor of Minnesota. Dr. Alfred Ramsey was . 4 
the son of Joseph Ramsey and Mary Williams, Patterson Ramsey. fa 
In his early days his father was a glass blower, but later took up ; 
Civil Engineering. On his mother’s side the Patterson family came . fa 
from Ireland and has a long line of American genealogy of about two 
centuries with a Civil War record. — 
HIS CHURCH AFFILIATIONS—Catholic, Quaker and Presby- | a. 
terian religions have been in evidence in the Ramsey family. After _— | 
moving to Homestead, Penn., the parents of Dr. Ramsey were affiliat- 
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ed with no church. Rev. Dr. H. W. Roth, D. D., later President of 


Thiel College, became the pastor of the newly organized St. John’s 
Lutheran Church. Through his efforts the Ramsey family united with 
the Lutheran congregation. Dr. Roth instructed, baptized and con- 
firmed Dr. Ramsey, and influenced him to leave railroading with his 
brothers and enter the Gospel ministry of the Lutheran Church. 


HIS EDUCATION—In his early days Dr. Ramsey attended the 
public schools of Pittsburgh, and entered Thiel College at the age of 


eighteen. But after three years’ work he was compétled to leave 


college on account of eye trouble. He spent a year with the Civil En- 
gineers of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company and then entered the 
Mt. Airy Seminary in Philadelphia. In the summer of 1885 he was 
graduated from the seminary and from Thiel College. He had taken 
his last year at college in absentia by special arrangement and re- 
ceived the degree of A. B. and A. M. at the same time, the latter on 
the strength of his three year course at the seminary as was the cus- 
tom at the time. 


HIS WORK—Dr. Ramsey was affiliated with four different 


Lutheran Synods during his ministry of forty-one years. He was 


ordained by the Ministerium of Pennsylvania in the summer of 1885, 
and in the same year was transferred to the Pittsburgh Synod of the 
General Council. He was received from the Pittsburgh Synod into 
the Synod of the Northwest for the first time at the annual meeting 


in Red Wing in 1896. In August 1907 he was transferred to the 
District Synod of Ohio. And at the annual meeting of our Synod in — 


Minneapolis, 1920, he was received a second time, and remained until 
his entering into life. In all he was a member of this Synod for 


thirteen years. He served the following pastorates: 


The Lutheran Church at Scenery Hill, Penn. 1885-1890. 
St. Paul’s Uniontown, Penn. 1890-1896. , 
St. John’s Minneapolis, Minn. 1896-1904. 

St. John’s, Stacy, Minn. 1921-1926. 


From 1904 to 1917 he occupied the chair of Church History in | 


the Chicago Lutheran Theological Seminary. During this period of 
his activities he was a regular contributor to the Chicago Tribune 


.under the pseudonym of “Aries.” His contributions consisted mostly 


of original poems and translations of German hymns. One of the 
latter is found in our Common Service Book, No. 523. In the years 


1918 to 1921 he was compelled to abstain from all labors on account 


of bodily infirmities. 
HIS FAMILY—On April 29, 1886, he was married to Mary Jane 


: siown. the oldest daughter of Senator and Mrs. J. C. Brown of Green- 
_ ville, Penn. Three sons were born to them: Rev. James W. Ramsey 
of Franklin, Penn., Rev. Joseph M. Ramsey of Cleveland, Ohio, and 


Mr. Alfred P. Ramsey of Baltimore, Md., Mrs. Ramsey was a dear 
help--meet, a faithful home-maker and a devout Christian. She was 
interested and helped in church work to the extent of her time and 
strength. She preceded her husband into life in March, 1922. Not 


_ long before his demise he said to one of his sons: “I am ashamed of 
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myself repeatedly, for very often when I think of what is ahead, I 
think of being with her again and I am afraid I forget _ Lord. But 
I know he will understand.” 


HIS FAITH—Dr. Ramsey was a man of’ Gece strong and 


robust physique with a powerful voice, although in his later years he 
suffered much from bodily ailments, but with great patience and for- 


titude. He was a staunch and loyal Lutheran in doctrine and spirit. 


He was endowed with a good memory, a faculty of ciear, logical 
thought and expression, a good conversationalist and a forceful speak- 


er. His faith increased as his days declined. This is the testimony © 


of those around him in his last days. At one time he said: “Why 
should I be concerned? Am I the less in the keeping of His hands 


today in my bodily weakness, than in those former days of my 


strength? At another time he repeated the words of the Apostle: 
“I know whom I have believed, and am persuaded that he is able to 
keep that which I have committed unto Him.” “Verily the church is 
richer for the life of Dr. Ramsey.” (N. W. Sem. Bulletin, July 1926). 
LAID TO REST—Dr. Ramsey continued his work at Stacy be- 
yond the limit of his strength by sheer will power. But finally the 
body would no longer respond and he was compelled to resign. He 
disposed of his remaining earthly possessions. Many of his books 
were given to the Northwest Seminary. After spending a few days 
with his son Joseph in Cleveland, Ohio, he was taken to the home of his 
youngest son Alfred in Baltimore, Md., where, after a stay of less 
than two weeks, he aptered into the “rest prepared for the people of 
God. 99 
_ His remains were taken to Greenville, Penn., where they were 
peacefully laid by -the side of his much cherished life companion in 
the Shenango Valley cemetery. After a brief service at the home of 
his sister-in-law, Mrs. N. E, Tillotson, the funeral services were con- 
ducted June 23, in the Holy Trinity Lutheran Church of Greenville by 
the pastor, Rev. H. N. Miller, Ph. D. He was assisted by Revs. T. B. 
Roth, ». ti Robert R. Durst and W. E. Frey.

seas PROFESSOR GEORGE HENRY GERBERDING, D. D. LL. D. 
In Memoriam 


At our last year’s convention Dr. G. H. Gerberding was an out- 


standing figure. His name is subscribed to several reports, his voice: 


was heard on a number of important questions, and the Tuesday eve- 
ning session was wholly given to the celebration of his fiftieth ordina- 
tion anniversary. Today we hold another service in his appreciation, 
but he is bodily absent. On March 27th, 1927, while crossing the street 
in the city of Hickory, North Carolina, he was ruthlessly struck by an 
automobile which instantly ended his earthly career. 

HIS AN Gerberding was born on a farm near Pitts-

August 21, 1847—March 27, 1927. 


burgh, Pa., of German and Swiss ancestry on August 21st, 1847. His 
father, Henry Gerberding, an accomplished violinist in his early days, 
was born in Hanover, Germany, a province which has maintained its 


‘Lutheranism since the early days of the Reformation. He came to 


this country as a single man, landing in Pittsburgh. Here he met a 
young woman by the name of Josephine Luchtenberger, whose people 
had come from Switzerland. She was born and raised in Pittsburgh 
and brought up a Methodist, but united with the Lutheran Church on 
her marriage with Mr. Gerberding. They settled on a farm and for the 
sake of their children united with an English Lutheran congregation, 
in which young Gerberding received his early religious training. He 
attributed his Lutheranism to his: father and his piety to his mother, 
though the latter died when he was but four years old. 


HIS EDUCATION—His early education was received in the Pitts- : 


burgh schools. From there he was sent to Thiel Academy at Phil- 
lipsburg, now Monica, Pa, He was graduated from Muhlenberg Col- 
_ Jege in 1878 with the degree of A. B. and from the Philadelphia, now 
Mt. Airy Seminary in 1876. The seminary was then only nine years 
old and was the exponent of Conservative Lutheranism in the East. 
The centennial year was a memorable one for young Gerberding. He 
finished his student days, received his A. M. degree from Muhlenberg 
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College, was ordained by the Pittsburgh Synod of the General Council 
and was married. : 

HIS WORK—After his ordination De. Gerberding labored several 
years under the direction of Dr. W. A. Passavant, Sr., in small mission 
congregations in and around Pittsburgh. These were, Chartier’s and 
Zion’s, Pittsburgh, N. S. 1876-1879; St. John’s, Pine Creek and Mem- 
orial, Butcher’s Run, now Pittsburgh, N. S. 1879- -1881. In the latter 
year he accepted a call to the pastorate of four congregations at 
Jewett, Ohio, which he served six years. From 1887-1894 he was the 
pastor of St. Mark’s, Fargo, N. Dak. 


In the summer of 1894 he accepted the call to the Seatinborskdde 
of Practical Theology in the Chicago Lutheran Seminary. After 
twenty-six years of labor here and the disruption at the Seminary he 
accepted the call of our synod as professor in the ad interim Chicago 
Divinity School, 1920-1921. 


When the institution was moved to Wines as the Northwest 
Seminary, he went with it and in the following year (1922) moved 
with the same institution to Minneapolis, where his labors were much 
appreciated by the synod and his students until 1926. He resigned 
on account of advancing years and was made ens Emeritus with 
a pension. 

During the half century of ministerial activity Dr. Gerberding be- 
longed to four synods. Ordained in the Pittsburgh Synod he remained 

with that body until the organization of our synod (1891) in which 
he participated, preaching the synodical sermon. He was elected its 
first President and was re-elected the three following years, when he 
moved to Chicago. In 1896 he was at his request transferred to the 
Chicago Synod and in 1922 again received into our Synod by transfer 
from the Illinois Synod of the United Lutheran Church of America. 
He remained a member of our Synod during the rest of his natural 


life. 


HIS LITERARY ACTIVITY—Dr. Gerberding was a voluminous 
writer. He wrote many articles for the church papers and periodicals. 
His first book, “The Way of Salvation in the Lutheran Church” ap- 
peared in serial articles in the “WORKMAN”, published by the Pas- 
- savants until bought by THE LUTHERAN. After appearing in book 
form it proved to be very popular. It soon passed through many 
editions and has been translated into other languages. His other 
works are: “New Testament Conversions”; “Life and Letters of W. A. 
Passavant, D. D.”; “The Lutheran Pastor”; “The Lutheran Catechist”; 
“The Lutheran Church in the Country”; “A Character Sketch of Pro- 
fessor R. F. Weidner, D. D., LL. D.”; “Problems and Possibilities”; 
“What is Wrong with the World”; “The Priesthood of Believers”; 


“Lutheran Fundamentals”; and in Ms “Reminiscences of a Youthful — 


Octogenarian.” The last was finished only a few days before his de- 
mise. 

HIS HOME LIFE—Dr. Gerberding was twice married. In the 
year of his ordination he was united in holy wedlock to Miss Anna 
Eliza Danver of Pittsburgh. Her father, a native of Ireland, came to 
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to America as a boy. Though a nephew of the Catholic Archbishop 


Danver of Ireland he became a Methodist in this country, and in this 


faith his daughter, Mrs. Gerberding, was brought up. Her mother’s 


maiden name was Shearer, a direct descendent of the Washingtons of 


_ Sulgrave Manor, England, her great grandmother having been a 


cousin of our George Washington. The entire Danver family of Pitts- 
burgh were charter members of Zion’s Lutheran lrsnctom Pittsburgh, 

Of this marriage there were five children, all theine and engaged 
in church work. They are, Esther May, the wife of Rev. J. R. E. 
Hunt, D. D.; Mary Emma, the wife of Missionary C. K. Lippard; Ruth 
Danver, the wife of Field Secretary Rev. W. C. Stump; Field Secret- 
ary Rev. Richard Henry Gerberding; and Pastor William Passavant 
Gerberding. Mrs. Gerberding entered into life in 1900. Four years 


later Dr. Gerberding was married a second time to Miss Dorothy 
_ Welty of Jumonville, Pa., who remained his faithful companion until 
his death and who with the children of the first marriage survive to 


mourn the departure of a beloved husband and father. 


Time and space allotted here is too short to give anything like a 


worthy estimate of Dr. Gerberding’s active and versatile life. His 
numerous works, his mission activities, his interest in all lines of 


church work, his extensive acquaintance among the different nation- — 


alities of the Lutheran Church in this country speak louder than 
words. He had advantage in his early life and ministry and he made 
diligent and excellent use of them. He was a spiritual son of Dr. W. 
A. Passavant, from whom he received valuable guidance and constant 
inspiration. He proved a worthy disciple of a worthy patron. He 
has left a lasting impression upon the church he loved and for which 
he diligently labored. Though we S8ee his face no more and hear his 


voice no longer, he still lives and will continue to live in the minds of 
his students, in the hearts of his parishioners and a large circle of 


friends and acquaintances. Well done, good and faithful servant, 


thou hast been faithful in the ~— of the Kingdom, enter thou into 


the joys of thy Lord. | ‘ 

A short service in his memory was held in Hickory, N. C. His 
remains were brought to Minneapolis and the principal funeral service 
was held in Salem Church, Rev. E. Marker, pastor, who had charge of 
the service. The Rev. G. K. Rubrecht, President of Synod preached 


a fitting sermon on Job 1:21. Other brethren of the Synod and of 


other Synods spoke words of comfort and appreciation of the work and 
influence of the deceased. The remains of Dr. G. H. Gerberding were 
laid to rest in the beautiful Lakewood cemetery in haar Rev. 
Dr. Joseph Stump reading the service.

THE REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE FIFTH BIENNIAL 


CONVENTION OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN 
IN 


Dear Brethern: 
The fifth biennial convention of the United Cethneas Church in 


America was held in Richmond, Va., Oct. 19-27, 1926. The Synod of 


the Northwest was represented by a delegation of sixteen—eight 
clergymen and eight laymen, who gave their time and attention to the 


- discharge of the trust imposed in them. The convention was unique 
‘from the standpoint of attendance—twenty-two Synods having had 
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100% attendance of their delegations. But one clergyman and sixteen 
laymen were absent. 

Throughout the entire proceedings there was manifest a sense 
of duty and responsibility that gave reassurance as to the Church in 
these troublous and disturbing times. However, the note of serious- 
ness was colored with a note of the confidence and buoyant hopeful- 
ness of a people who “know whom they have believed” and who have 
committed the affairs of the Church into His keeping. 

To be a part of sucha convention or to observe it from the view- 
point of a spectator could not fail to have given a new measure of 
confidence in the leadership of that portion of the Church of which 
we are a part. While the business in hand was highly organized and 
proceeded with precision and dispatch, no detail however small was 
slighted, nor any person desiring to voice his opinions discourteously 
dealt with. 

_ As to the items of business, a complete report would seemingly 
be unnecessary and uncalled for at this time, in as much as full pub- 
licity has been given in the Daily Lutheran, the public press, The 
Lutheran and in the printed records. The matters that have been re- 
ferred to Synods are transmitted through official channels to this 


body and will be considered in the proper course of the’ business of | 


this body. 
- However, there are a few items that seem to call for stunhiais, 


in as much as they relate to matters in which this Synod is interested. 
1. Among the questions that have troubled the minds of many 
in these conventions is the matter of an equitable apportionment. 


Considerable time was given at Richmond to this discussion, and 


significant action was finally taken changing the basis of apportion- 


-ment to the single standard of communicant membership. 


2. Among the major action of the United Lutheran Church was 
the final approval of the report of the commission who worked out 
the details of the new American Board of Missions, and the resolution 
that gave life to the new Board and put it into operation. This 
change affects our Synod in a larger measure than any other action 
of our general body. Considerable publicity has been given to it in 
the press of our Church and further note is being made in the report 
of the Synodical Board of Home at-omgeees hence a detailed discussion 


is not called for at this time. 


3. The mat of Ministerial Mares and Relief occupied some 
time of the convention. A few changes in the administration of the 
funds were made, but the item of greatest concern in this connection 
was the coming campaign to increase the Fund. By resolution of the 
convention, the goal for the campaign was set at $4,000,000.00. A 
campaign director has been employed and the hope that the campaign 
would be launched on Reformation Day of this year was expressed. 


Details will come to this body through the proper channels. 


4. Much interest was shown in the report of the special Com- 


‘mission on Theological Education. There were two parts to their 
report. The first dealt with the results of a general survey of the 
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institutions within the United Lutheran Church, and gave evidence 


of painstaking work. The second part, dealing with the purposes and 


aims of Theological Education, presented a detailed outline of curri- 

cula. The report contained several significant recommendations which 

after considerable discussion were adopted “only for study and the 
result of study to be continued.” 

5. The report of the Board of Education likewise drew the united 

- attention of the delegates. At the Chicago convention the Board was 

instructed to make a thorough survey in the field of higher education 


within the United Lutheran Church. The Board reported that the 


survey was under way and was being conducted by men especially 
trained in this kind of work. This Board is preparing to take full 
advantage of the year 1930 which has been designated as educational 
year. 

There was just one minor chord that was sounded at intervals 
throughout the convention, which was caused by the fact that the 


Church apparently is not keeping pace with the growing needs and 


the expanding: program she has laid out for herself. On all sides the 
doors of opportunity were opening and new challenges were being 
presented and all too often funds were not available to keep abreast 
with the demands. At times the necessity of retrenchment seemed a 
serious probability. These facts lend much force to the appeal for a 
full apportionment from every Synod for the year 1927 and every 
year thereafter. 

- Considerable interest was shown in the choosing of the place for 
the next convention. When it became apparent that Erie would be 
chosen as the next convention city, all efforts were put forth to press 
_ the claim for the 1930 convention. The invitation of the Churches of 
Milwaukee was pressed as far as possible, and while the convention 
could not commit itself there seemed to be an understanding such as 
Erie enjoyed two years previous. The time seems to be at hand when 
the United Lutheran Church will come to the territory of this Synod. 


A vote of Synod seconding the invitation of the Milwaukee Churches 


we believe would virtually assure us the convention for 1930.
